warned opponents Monday night 
he will not modify his reform 
program and charged that for- 
eign money is helping finance 
the campaign against him. 


The leftist president spoke 


out in a nationwide television 
address which followed criti- 
cism of his decision, later re* 
versed, not to punish mutinous 
sailors who joined in a Commu- 
nist-inspired passive rebellion. 


"There is no force capable ol 


turning us aside from our pro- 
gram," Goulart said amid a 
deepening crisis of economic 
and political troubles, runaway 
inflation, labor unrest and in- 
creasing Communist influence. 


The social and constitutional 


reforms Goulart vowed to push 
through Congress would facili- 
tate land reform, give the vote 
to 20 million illiterate Brazil- 
ians, clear the way for legaliza- 
tion of the outlawed Communist 
party and broaden presidential 
powers. 


Goulart, who has enlisted left* 


ists, nationalists and Commu- 
nists in his reform campaign,

heartache that may follow? 


In some of the Scandinavian 


countries the attitude toward 
premarital relations is much 
more liberal than it is here, but 
observers do not return with 
tales of a happy, fulfilled fe- 
male populace. On the contrary, 
the suicide and insanity rates 
are above our own. 


Despite the opinions of those 


who argue for premarital rela- 
tions, the psychological fact is 
that in today's society, there 
is almost alwayes a psychologic- 
al feeling of guilt afterward. 
You might ask your daughter 
if a girl's sex life is her own 
business, why has this girl dis- 
cussed her conduct with the 
young man she loves with her 
girl friends? 


You might point out the pos- 


sibility to your daughter that 
behind her 
friend's bragging 


and exhibitionism may be deep 
fears about what society thinks 
about her actions. Often when a 
couple in love decidess not to 
wait, both partners feel that 
they have not been good to 
themselves and to each other. 
The boy feels that as the pro- 
tector and defender he should 
have been strong enough to pro- 
tect the girl, not only from his 
own, 
but from her desires. The 


girl worries about what the boy 
will think of her, once she's giv- 
en in. 


When a young man 
really 


loves a girl, the tendency is for 
him to want to wait until mar- 
riage. He does not want to ex- 
pose her to criticism. 


An interesting survey of col- 


lege students was conducted by 
Dr. Winston Ehrman. He found 
that 56 per cent of the men in- 
terviewed had premarital sex- 
ual relations with acquaintanc- 
es, 60 per cent with girl friends, 
and only 24 per cent with the 
women 
they loved. When the 


college man finds his feelings 
for a woman go beyond passion 
and friendship, but encompass 
the wish to love, give, and pro- 
tect, he discovers that the role 
he wants to take, and the role 
he wants her to take is the con- 
ventional one. He wants to post- 
pone immediate- pleasure. He's 
willing not to take what he de- 
sires at the instant he desires 
it.

ly watermelon crop was dam- 
aged or wiped out by 28-degree 
cold but there is time for re- 
planting and the early crop will 
be set back only a week or two. 


The federal-state frost warn- 


ing service in Florida reported 
no citrus damage and there was 
no damage reported from south 
Florida vegetable farms. 


Although frost warnings in- 


cluded areas as far south as the 
Everglades, early morning tem- 
peratures in south Florida were 
in the 50s. 


Temperatures below freezing 


were reported in north Florida. 
However, there are few crops in 
these areas this early in the 
season. 


The spring freeze, ooldest 


since 1955 in most 
sections, 


promised temperatures at least 
as cold as Sunday night in the 
northern portions of Dixie. Ex- 
treme southern portions were 
warned of colder temperatures 
than those of Sunday night.' 


This meant that crops in the 


southern portions which escaped 
Sunday 
night faced 
possible 


ruin. The last complete peach 
kill in the Southeast was in 1955.
